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On-Farm  Demonstration  projects  are  a  valuable  method  of  transferring  new  agricultural  knowledge  and  technology  from  the  laboratory  to  the 
farm.  They  get  Alberta  farmers  and  specialists  to  use  new  techniques  and  practices  and,  in  the  process,  demonstrate  them  to  other  farmers. 


Farming  for  the  Future  On-Farm  Demos 


Taking  research  to  t he  farm 

Across  Alberta  and  across  Canada, 
research  scientists  work  hard  each  day 
to  create  advances  in  agriculture.  But 
these  results  have  to  be  put  into  action  on 
Alberta's  farms  it'  producers  are  to  reap  ben- 
efits from  the  scientific  work. 

How  do  these  advances  get  from  the  lab- 
oratory to  the  farmer's  field?  Word-of-mouth. 
professional  extension  and  the  news  media 
are  some  answers.  Local  demonstrations  are 
another  answer,  and  one  which  Alberta's 
Farming  for  the  Future  agricultural  research 
program  has  strongly  promoted  for  almost  a 
decade. 

Funded  by  the  Alberta  Heritage  Sav  ings 
Trust  Fund,  the  On-Farm  Demonstration 
Program  was  established  in  19X2  as  the  lech 
no  logy  transfer  arm  of  Farming  for  the 


Future.  The  program  depends  on  Alberta 
farmers  and  specialists  to  test  innovative 
agricultural  practices  anil  to  demonstrate 
them  to  other  farmers.  And  the  program  is 
succeeding  because,  as  they  have  shown 
again  and  again.  Alberta's  farmers  are  keenly 
interested  in  creating  an  industry  which  is 
economically  viable  and  environmentally 
sustainable. 

Why  does  the  program  depend  on  the 
active  participation  of  farmers?  Because 
farmers  know  better  than  anyone  the  impor- 
tance of  balancing  all  the  different  factors 
that  go  into  making  a  new  technique  valu- 
able. Does  it  fit  conveniently  and  easily  into 
other  farm  operations?  Are  any  additional 
costs  worth  the  benefits?  What  are  the  long- 
term  effects  on  the  land.'  And  when  an  inno- 


vative practice  does  work  well  on  a  neigh- 
bour's farm,  fanners  know  there  is  usually  a 
good  chance  it  w  ill  work  well  on  their  own. 

Teamwork  is  important  to  the  program's 
success.  Throughout  a  project,  from  develop- 
ing the  proposed  design,  to  carrying  out  the 
project,  to  evaluating  the  final  results,  pro- 
ducers work  with  Alberta  Agriculture  stall 
and  with  other  research  scientists.  By  com- 
bining their  different  areas  of  expertise,  the 
team  has  a  very  good  chance  of  creating  a 
valuable  demonstration. 

Under  the  On-Farm  Demonstration 
Program,  individual  farmers,  producer 
groups  anil  applied  research  groups  can 
apply  for  funding.  Applicants  work  with 
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Alberta  Agriculture  staff  to  create  demon- 
stration proposals.  Review  committees  in 
each  of  Alberta  Agriculture's  six  regional 
offices  then  assess  these  proposals  (Figure 
1).  The  committees  are  composed  of  produc- 
ers and  Alberta  Agriculture  personnel,  with 
farmers  forming  the  majority  on  each  com- 
mittee. Every  proposal  is  considered  on  the 
basis  of  its  relevance  to  the  region's  agricul- 
tural sector,  the  project  plan  or  design,  the 
experience  of  the  applicant(s).  and  the  size, 
cost  and  duration  of  the  proposed  project. 
The  final  authority  for  approving  projects 
rests  with  the  Farming  for  the  Future 
Council.  The  On-Farm  Demonstration  Pro- 
gram accepts  and  approves  proposals  for 
demonstrations  throughout  the  year. 

Since  its  inception  in  1982,  this  Farming 
for  the  Future  program  has  proven  to  be  a 
valuable  tool  for  communicating  new  infor- 
mation and  techniques  to  fanners.  Field  days 
and  lours  of  project  sites  have  accelerated  the 
transfer  of  appropriate  technologies  by  allow- 
ing producers  to  examine  new  crop  varieties, 
livestock  management  techniques  and  other 
practices  under  local  conditions.  These  pro- 
jects also  help  Alberta  Agriculture's  district 
and  regional  staff  and  other  researchers  to 
identify  areas  of  interest  and  research  needs, 
and  to  become  further  acquainted  with  new 
developments  in  agriculture. 

From  1982  to  March  31,  1990,  the  On- 
Farm  Demonstration  Program  awarded  over 
$3.3  million  to  more  than  680  demonstration 
projects  across  Alberta  (Table  1).  In  1989 
alone  (January  to  December),  146  projects 
(including  both  new  and  ongoing  projects) 
were  supported  by  the  program  with  total 
funds  of  over  $5 1 1 ,000. 

The  demonstrations  funded  in  1989  cover 
a  great  range  of  topics.  For  example,  some 
projects  were  concerned  with  improving  beef 
productivity  on  the  farm  while  other  projects 
are  trying  to  improve  consumer  aspects  of 
beef  consumption.  Many  projects  tested 
methods  to  increase  production  of  crops  like 
canola,  wheat  and  barley.  A  number  of 
demonstrations  evaluated  legumes  to 
improve  soil  productivity  and  others  tried 
out  crops  such  as  alfalfa  and  kochia  to  con- 
trol saline  seeps.  Several  projects  involved 
management  of  alternative  crops  including 
peas,  saskatoons,  cucumbers,  pussywillows 
(for  the  florist  trade)  and  quinoa. 

These  were  just  a  few  of  the  many  practi- 
cal and  innovative  projects  funded  by  the 
On-Farm  Demonstration  Program.  It's  an 
effective  and  popular  way  of  transferring 
results  from  researchers  to  agricultural  pro- 
ducers. And  it's  one  way  Farming  for  the 
Future  is  helping  Alberta's  agricultural 
industry  meet  the  many  challenges  it  faces 
today  and  in  the  future,  j
